On January 22, 2022, the West Linn Planning Manager approved a request Review for alteration of
a historic resource (removal and relocation of two windows including existing trim and new Marvin
wood windows installed in 2020; and installation of a fireplace vent on the eastern facade) at 1798 4th
Avenue in the Willamette Historic District.

Appeals must be filed with the West Linn Community Development Department with the $400 appeal
fee by 5:00 pm. An appeal must include:

e The $400 appeal fee;

e A reference to the decision (project number) to be appealed;

e The name, address, and signature of the appellant; and

e A statement explaining how the petitioner qualifies as a party of standing, as provided by
CDC 99.140.

e The appeal application may state the grounds for appeal.
